Given in Summary 


With important ground on a five- 
mile front already won from the 
Germans on the northern edge of the 
Somme region and the Ancre brook, 
in northern France, the British are 
fighting on in their new offensive. 
Already they have taken more than 
4,000 prisoners, and the number is 
reported increasing considerably. 


London officially confirms the news 
of the capture of Beaumont-Hamel, 
north of the Ancre, one of the strong- 
est points in the German defensive 
line in this region. 
British troops 
stormed this heavily fortified position 
and farther south advanced to the 
edge of Beaucourt-Sur-Ancre. 


Apparently the British are not re- 
laxing their pressure now that they 
have succeeded in materially sharp- 
ening the salient in the German line 
by their advance up the Ancre val- 
ley, as London reports the battle con- 
tinuing. 
Miraumont, on the Albert- 
Baupaume railway, and ultimately 
Achiel-le-Grand, an important rail- 
way 
junction 
point 
northwest 
of 
Baupaume seemingly are the British 
objectives. 


Paris reports German activity in 
the Champagne region, where an at- 
tack on the French lines near uberive 
by a strong hostile detachment is de- 
clared to have been repulsed. 


On the eastern front in the Carpa- 
thians the Russians appear to be 
holding their own, Petrograd report- 
ing the repulse of Austro-German at- 
tacks in this region. 


Today's German official statement 
in reporting on the fighting alon<r 
the Ancre admits the 
loss to 
tne 
British of Beaumont-Hamel and St. 
Pierre Divion, with the lines connect- 
ing them. 
The losses on both sides 
were heavy, it is declared, the Ger- 
mans suffering considerably because 
of their tenacious defense. 


Gen, von Falkenhajm continues to 
make progress in this invasion of 
Rumania 
from 
the 
Transylvania 
front. Both Petrograd and Bucharest 
admit Teutonic successes. The Russo- 
Rumanian troops have 
been 
com- 
pelled to give ground at one point in 
the region northeast of Campulung 
and to withdraw southward in the 
Jiul valley from Bumbeshti, where 
the 
Austro-German 
forces 
have 
pushed some twelve miles south of 
the border. 
Progress also along the 
Moldavian 
border 
of 
Rumania 
is 
claimed by Berlin, which announces 
the retirement of the Russians to 
the frontier after the fighting that 
has been in progress in the Gyergyo 
mountains.

cold wave from the Rockj^ mountain 
region continued to move eastward to- 
day and freezing temperatures had ex- 
tended southward to the Mexican border 
where tlie troops were feeling its effect. 
The coldest place today was Lander, 
Wyo., where it was 10 degrees below 
zero. 
Pueblo, Colo., and Valentine, Neb., 
reported 8 below; Charles City, la., and 
North Platte, Neb., 4 below and Huron 
S. D., 2 below. 


The advancing cold was being felt 
throughout the middle west and prac- 
tically all states east of the Mississippi 
river, but it seemed to be losing its 
intensity as it moved eastward. 
Snow 
has been falling in New England, inte- 
rior New York, the great lakes region 
and the upper Mississippi valley, while 
rain, sleet and snow were falling in the 
Ohio valley and Tennessee, sleet and 
rain in the west gulf states and rain 
in the middle states and southern New 
¿ngland. 
Much colder weather is pre- 
dicted to overspread the Atlantic and 
east gulf states tonight and Wednesday 
and the upper Ohio valley and lower 
lake region tonight. 
Cold wave warn- 
ings were issued today for the middle

There is no expectation that the first woman member of con- 
gress will receive other than the most courteous treatment at the 
hands of her male colleagues in that body, for any other course would 
bring prompt and decisive rebuke on the, offending member, both 
from other members and from the folk back home. Some of the solons 
may secretly resent the presence of a woman in the house, but they 
\rill be discreet enough to keep the fact to themselves, for the most 
Jpronounced anti-suffragist has about concluded that he may as well

It is the pioneering that will make Miss Rankin's task a difficult 
one.

ON THE CARE OF TREES. 


The love of trees i& as ancient as the 
human need of trees, but their care is 
a matter of recent invention. 
All of 
the responsibility for the preservation 
of the trees of this , country should, , not 
be left entirely to graduates of schools 
of agriculture. Whoever owns & bit of 
land anywhere has, the opportunity—^the 
privilege—of caring for tóe trees upon 
his property and of planting others. 


Probably trees would be given more 
and better attention if the average farm 
and lot owner had the right information 
as to what to do. The American For- 
estry association sends out these sug- 
gestions for November work: 


Prune trees and "remove the dead 
branches. 


Do whatever fall spraying may be 
necessary , to overcome suckinc: or scale 
insects. 


Prepare a''compost of leaf mold in a 
mixture with manure and soil. 
This 
compost will prove a'great value in all 
planting and gardening work. 


Prune the root« of the trees which are 
to be moved during 
th€> winter; cut 
around the base of the trees and fill the 
trench with straw. 


In especially exposed places protect 
the rhododendrons 
and other tender 
plants 
and 
shrubs 
with 
evergreen 
boughs. 


Trees do not need much care, but 
what they require should be given at 
the right time and in the right way. 
There are scores of good books about 
trees—a few of 
them 
would make a 
fascinating course of winter reading in 
many a home, if some member of the 
family would take a little pains to pro- 
vide them.

The Aleut women are persistent in 
their frank attentions. 
They seldom 
take "no" for an answer. 
To them 
marriage with a white man is a tremen- 
dous elevation in caste. 


That's why it's always leap year in 
the Aleutian islands. 


And a full blood native child is about 
as rare as a sea otter along this fringe 
of Bering Sea. 


Concealment of their preferences is 
not understood by most of the natives. 
They woo with a startling candor, with 
primitive recknessness. 


The government has recognized this 
rendition and its tragic possibilities, and 
has inaugurated the policy of sending 
married men with their families, wher- 
ever possible, to fill United States radio 
positions and other public posts. 


Within the past two years fully half 
Hie wireless operators stationed in west-1 


crn Alaska have married native girls, 
some to desert them when transferred 
to the states, others to brave ostracism 
with their creole wives. 


In several instances the government 
has 
suddenly 
transferred 
men 
from 
these isolated posts in order to check in- 
fatuations it regarded as calamitous. 


Until recently Uncle Sam didn't both- 
er mucli about the tie that bound the 
white and native out here in the fag 
end of Alaska. 
But now a marriage 
ceremony is insisted upon, and for that 
purpose the United States coast guard 
vessels patrolling the Bering carry an 
office specially deputized to perform 
weddings. 


From time to time a cutler will make 
a "marriage cruise" when civil ceremo- 
nies are jjorformed wholesale in the un- 
frequent-ed regions. 
The native women, 
however, regard no tie as binding except 
that sanctioned bj' the Russian church. 
Two rites are thus usually celebrated. 


Desertions by white men are frequent 
and yet it is surprising to find the nimi- 
ber of such men who have settled down 
in the Aleutians and western Alaska to 
the listless, elemental existence of a 
tribe who.se highest ambition is a well- 
supplied cache of salmon. 


But it isn't pleasant to see their eyes 
when they come to meet the occasional 
ships from the "outside."

Free Competition« 


Washington, Nov. 14.—President Wil- 
son will not consent to an embargo upon 
American food products. 


It is expected by the president and 
his advisers that during the short ses- 
sion of congress which begins m De- 
oember there will be a great deal ol 
agitation of this subject. 


Tlie most that possibly will be done, 
and to this at the present moment the 
president is also opposed, is to empower 
the chief executive to prohibit the ex- 
portation of grain and other products 
AA-henever in his judgment the public 
interest requires. 


The president is looking at the mat- 
ter from two angles—^first, the inter- 
nal situation in the United 
States; 
and, second, the 
international 
situa- 
tion. 
So far as the United States is 
conccmed, on the one hand there arc 
the farmers whose products would sell 
at low price if export were forbidden: 
and, on the other hand, there are tlio 
consumers, for whom something must 
be done to reduce the cost of living. 
Humanity Needs Pressing. 


The needs of humanity abroad ar.^ 
insistent and pressing, since the for- 
eign countries cannot raise sufficient 
grain and other foodstuffs for their own 
existence. 
An embargo imposed by the 
United States would arouse public in- 
dignation among the allies and lead to 
a tense condition in the relations of this 
country and Great Britain, France and 
Russia. 


If 
nothing else, those 
governments 
would be forced bj' home pressure to 
adopt a policy of retaliation. 
More- 
over, if an embargo should be applied 
on foodstuffs, the question 
naturally 
would arise whether an embargo were 
advisable on munitions and other war 
supplies. 


The president does not forget history 
and the unfortunate eflfect of the em- 
bargo laid just before the war of 181*? 
with Great Britain. 
That embargo led 
to internal discontent and to smuggling.

"The High Coat of liquor" was the 
theme of Rev. Henry B. Master, pastor 
of the First Presbyterian church in tliis 
city, delivered from his pulpit Sunday 
morning. 
Rev. Iklr. Master selected as 
his text First Ckjrinthians 8:11—"Shall 
the 
weak 
brother 
perish for whom 
Christ died?" 
He spoke as follows: 


"It is somewhat difficult to separate 
the ink from the blotter when the blot 
ter has absorbed it—^butjit can be done. 
It is almost as difficult to distinguish 
between a man and the business 
in 
which he engages—^but even this can be 
done. Therefore we must make an hon- 
est effort not to confuse the men who 
produce and sell liquor and the evila 
which flow from the consumption of that 
liquor. There are times, however, when 
the 
task 
demands 
the 
skill of an 
analytic chemist. 


"It is quite impossible, of course, to 
expect that all men will look at any 
problem in the same light, or come to 
thi same conclusions with regard to it. 
Because of the evils which seem so in 
separable from the liquor traffic there 
are some who hate it as they hate noth- 
ing else on earth. There are others who 
defend the sale of liquor and among 
them are men of unquestioned moral 
iutegrity, 


"Now it ought to be possible to dis- 
cuss this subject without rancour or 
bitterness, 
without 
misstatement 
or 
perversion of the facts. As the National 
Liquor Dealers' Journal once said: 'Ul- 
timately all questions must be settled 
by moral standards,' and such stand- 
ards apply to arguments as well as to 
acts. 
It is just as immoral to distort 
facta and garble figures as to do any- 
thing else which is wrong. Nothing is 
ever ^ined by such methods. 


lYom Standpoint of Economics. 


"First of all, then, let us consider 
this matter from the standpoint of econ- 
omics. 
I do not recollect ever to havo 
seen an authoritative statement of a 
liquor dealer's profits but judging from 
the number of millionaire brewers and 
distillers, they must be very considera- 
ble. 
If the business did not pay tre- 
mendously men would never fight so 
bitterly and so persistently to engage 
in it, and to extend the market for their 
wares. 


"Now according to the United States 
census of 1910, the latest available, tho 
capital invested in breweries and dis- 
tilleries was $772,000,000; the 
annual 
cost of the raw material used was about 
$140,000,000, and the annual wage of the 
employes was about $45,000,000. 
The 
output sells for about two billion dol- 
lars 1 That must represent a pretty fail 
margin of profit even after deducting 
the amount spent for licenses, and the 
Hint of saloons, and advertising, and the 
purchase of public officials, and the "de- 
fense" fund. 


Bread—Clothing—Drink. 


"We spend about the same amount 
oach year in America for bread and 
('lothing that we do for intoxicants, but 
whereas it only requires 63,000 workers 
to produce the liquor, it requires about 
-300.000 workers to make the bread and 
(lothing. 
Those half million workers in 
the bread and clothing industries" re- 
ceived in wages $244,000,000 and the em- 
ployes of the liquor traffic about $45,- 
000,000. 
The pay of the latter then is 
higher than the former. It ought to be. 
The death rate among liquor dealers 
and their employes is 10 per cent higher 
than in all other trades taken as a 
whole. 
Think what it means to say 
that you could supply every man, wom- 
an and child in the United States with 
bread and clothing for the amount now 
M'n^fpr] in drink! 


"Great stress has been laid—by the 
liquor men—upon the amount of raw ma- 
terial used by rnem. It amounts to just 
3 per cent of an average harvest. 
When 
the grain has been turned into intox- 
icants, pure and adulterated, it furnishes 
about .003 per cent of the traffic of our 
railroads. 


Not All of the Story. 


"If this were all of the story—well, it 
would be bad enough. But $2,000,000,000 
is only the first cost of the liquor. 
It 
does not include the amount which must 
be paid by every community where the 
sale of intoxicants is permitted. It says 
notliing about the paupers, criminals, de- 
fectives and degenerates that alcoholism 
produces, and then hangs on to the city, 
state or county for support. To care for 
the victims of liquor it costs the state of 
Massachusetts $2 for every dollar it re- 
ceives to license the sale of it. The fig- 
ures may vary a little, but the general 
average must be about the same. 


"Here in Indiana it costs about $5,000,- 
000 a year to care for the courts, jails.

prisons, reformatories and homes for 
feeble minded. 
Calculate that only 50 
per cent of tlfe crimes committed are due 
to liquor; and that about 60 per cent 
of all feeble-mindedness and idiocy must 
be traced to the same cause. Then one- 
half of that $5,000,000 may be fairly 
charged to the influence of drink. 
The 
state receives about $1,500,000 in license 
fees, so that its net loss on the business 
is somewhere in the neighborhood of $1,- 
000,000 per annum. 


From the Legal Standpoint. 


"Look at this matter from the legal 
standpoint. WTiat the courts of the land 
think of liquor may easily be gathered 
from what they have said about it. The 
supreme court of the United States (123 
U. S. 205) says: 
'It is not necessary to. 
array the appalling statistics of misery, 
pauperism, and crime that have their 
origin in the use or abuse of ardent spir- 
its, for we cannot shut out of view-the 
facts within thè knowledge of all, that 
the public health, the public morals, and 
the public safety may be endangered by 
the general use of intoxicating drinks.' 
The sam"te court says again (5 Howard 
304): 
'The train of evils which marks 
the progress of intemperance is too ob- 
vious to require comment. It brings with 
it degradation of character, impairs the 
moral and- physical energies, waste» the 
health, increases the number of paupers 
and criminals, undermines the morals, 
and sinks its victims to the lowest depths 
of vice and profligacy.' 
So again 
you 
may read (72 Iowa348) : 
'An enumera- 
tion of all the evils arising from the use 
of intoxicating liquors need not be at- 
tempted. 
Idleness, poverty, pauperism, 
crime, insanity, disease and the destruc- 
tion of hmnan life follow indulgence in 
the habit of using intoxicating drinks. 
Millions of our countrymen are addicted 
to this habit, and of these millions be- 
come drunkards.' 
The supreme court of 
the state of Indiana quotes these re- 
markable words: 
"Noi one possesses an 
inalienable or constitutional 
right 
to 
keep a saloon for the sale of intoxicat- 
ing liquor; to keep a saloon 
* * * is 
not a natural right to pursue an ordinary- 
calling; there is no inherent right in a 
citizen to thus sell intoxicating liquors 
by retail; it is, not a privilege of a citi- 
zen of the state or of the United States.' 


Saloon Haunt of Vicious. 


"Is it any wonder that the courts have 
spoken in this scathing way when you 
realize that the liquor traffic furnishes 
the most glaring instance of lawlessness 
in the annals of civilization. It requires 
a constant battle to keep most of those 
engaged in it anywhere near the limits of 
the law. 
If the vigilance of the police 
is relaxed for a moment—how or why re- 
laxed it is not necessary to inquire—t^at 
instant many saloon keepers treat every 
legal restriction with contempt. 
Why 
not? 
The saloon is the chosen haunt of 
the vicious and the vile. Where does a 
"plain clothes" man go first when he is 
in search of some missing criminal ? 


"It is the frequent boast of the liq- 
uor element that 
'prohibition 
cannot 
prohibit.' 
They point to their own law- 
lessness as an all-sufficient reason for 
the repeal of any law which interferes 
with the traffic! 
In all so-called 'dry' 
^territory they offer first aid to those 
who are disposed to break the law. 
They freely admit that in this land 
where the will of the majority is sup- 
posed to rule, they 
stand 
ready 
to 
thwart that will by selling to any mi- 
nority who can be induced to purchase 
intoxicating drinks. Thus they proclaim 
that their business is the only one with 
which no law can cope, 


"They hold up prohibition Maine as a 
horrible example of what follows in the 
wake of prohibition. 
One of their t«ide 
papers says the citizens of Maine spend 
$1,100,000 
annually 
for 
intoxicants. 
Still, those figiu-es furnished by the en- 
emy have in them the germ of a great 
hope. 
They prove that 
Maine's per 
capita expenditure for drink is only 
$1.48, as opposed to, say, $18, which 
is the per capita expenditure of liquor 
taking the nation as a whole. 
Those 
same liquor dealers boast that they ship 
into 'dry' territory 20,000,000 gallons 
of their product each yeai—despite the 
laws to prohibit such sale. 
But there 
is hope in those figures, for in that 'dry' 
territory live something like 15,000,000 
of our people and the per capita con- 
sumption of liquor among them is but 
one and a quarter gallons, as compared 
to, say, twenty-two 
gallons for 
the 
whole United States. 
That looks as 
though prohibition were nineteen-twen- 
tieths effective—at least. 


'This cry about the lawlessness of 
liquor sellers in prohibition 
territory 
comes with singularly bad grace from 
gentlem.en who Icnow, or ought to know, 
that in those states where the saloon is 
legally licensed there are always from 
one-fourth to one-half as many more 
federal tax receipts than there jire LE- 
GALITY LICENSED SALOONS! 
Main Point of the Matter. 
"The point, however, is not so much 
whether prohibition ^an bo made to pro- 
hibit—it 
does—certainly 
licensing 
the 
saloon has never kept it within the law 
—but what are we to think of an indus- 
t r y which refuses to abide by laws which 
are enacted to control it? 
What are we 
to think of men who resort to every 
knavish trick to force liquor into ten-i- 
tory where the will of thè. majority is 
against its sale? 
What would become 
of America if all its citizens were actu- 
ated by the same spirit? 
It is true 
that 'to perpetuate itself the liquor bus- 
iness has 
formed alliances with 
the 
slums that repel all conscientious and 
patriotic citizens. 
It deliberately« aids 
the most corrupt political powers, and 
backs with all its resources the most 
unworthy men, the most corrupt and 
recreant officials. 
It does not aid the 
purification of municipal, or state, or na- 
tionaK administration. 
Why ? 
Because 
it has to ask immiwity for its own law- 
lessness!' 
' 
' 


'Lest you 
imagine those are 
the 
words of some narrow-minded reformer 
bent upon curtailing the divine rights of 
.his fellows, let me tell you they are 
taken bodily from an editorial in the 
National liquor Dealers' Journal. 


"Lawless itself, it is the greatest pro- 
moter of lawlessness in the world today. 
In 1912, 96 per cent of all the criminals 
committed to the jails and penitentiaries 
of Ma«achusetts were found to be vic- 
tims, of intemperance. 
Do you remem- 
ber that a few years ago a petition was 
sent to the legislature of Pennsylvania, 
praying for prohibition? 
It was signed 
with the names of 1,500 inmates of one 
of the great ^prisons of that state! You 
see those prisoners were lookii)g forward 
to a time when they would be released 
and they wanted to stay out of jail. 


"The .fundamental object.of all law fs

From the Social Standpoint. 


"Suppose you consider this matter 
from, tlie social standpoint. 
A''man 
owes it to himself to keep his body 
and mind in such conditionnât he will 
be equal to the demands which modern 
life makes upon him. Yet It is a matter 
of scientific and practical 
certainty 
that alcohol weakens the muscles, ru- 
ins the nerves, and undermines 
the 
whole constitution. 
Men in the full 
vigor of early manhood, whose powers 
of resistance and recuperation are at 
their maximum, usually question this 
statement, but it is as true as the 
fact that .2 plus 2 equal 
4 ; it is guar- 
anteed and underwritten by an amount 
and kind of evidence which is abso- 
lutely conclusive. 
Some life insurance 
companies positively refuse to Insure 
any man who manufactures or sells 
intoxicating liquor. 
Other companies 
will insure them but charge an extra 
premium. 
Sixty-three life insurance 
companies have declared, on the evi- 
dence of their records, that even the 
moderate 
consumption 
of 
liquor in- 
creases the liability 
to 
consumption 
and other forms of disease. 'The mod- 
erate drinker sacrifices from ten 
to 
thirteen years of life on an average in 
exchahge for his occasional glass of 
beer, cocktail, or highball.' 
Any dis- 
interested scientist will declare that 
alcohol is a slow poison. 
' 
* 


"If it did not unfit men for their daily 
duties why should it be so increa's- 
ingly diflicult for drinking men to ob- 
tain and hold positions of responsi- 
bility? 
The drinking man is alypays 
the first to be laid off, and the last to 
be taken into any manufacturing es- 
tablishment. 
Many employers have no 
prejudice agrainst liquor, but they have 
a tremendous prejudice against ineffi- 
ciency, and the employment of men 
whose muddled brains and 
unsteady 
hands may at any moment result in 
damage to the plant, or Injury to 
themselves, and then—a suit for heavy 
damages. 


What Other Nations Find. 


' I t was not so long ago that David 
Dloyd-George declared in a speech that 
drink was doing more harm to England 
than all the submarines of Germany. 


"yhe Russian minister of finance has 
said officially that since the sale of 
strong drink had been prohibited in 
that country the productice efficiency 
of the nation had increased from 30 to 
60 per cent. 


"Probably no nation on earth has 
Investigated this subject with as great 
thoroughness as Germany. 
It is sig- 
nificant therefore that some years ago 
800 professors and physicians of the 
highest standing—they were Germans 
living In Germany, of course—Attached 
their signatures to the following state- 
ment: 
'Science has shown that alco- 
hol, 
even ^ n 
moderate 
quantities, 
causes disturbances in the brain's ac- 
tion, and paralyzes critical capacity, 
power of wiy, the ethical and aesthetic 
sense, and lowers self-control. 
Drink- 
ing customs bring degeneracy, poverty, 
sickness, 
vice, 
crime, 
madness 
and 
death.' In a speech to the naval cadets 
at Mürwik Emperor William himself 
said a few years ago: 
'I know very 
well that pleasure in drinking is an 
old heritage of the Germans, but we 
must by self-discipline free cÄrselves 
from this evil. In my reign of twenty- 
two years I have observed that of 
the great number of crimes appealed 
to me, nine-tenths were due to alcohol. 
The next war, the next battle will de- 
mand 
of 
you sound nerves. 
Nerve 
power will decide the victory. 
Now 
nerves are undermined and endangered 
by the use of alcohol. Therefore I ex- 
pect of you that here in the naval 
academy and on shipboard, you do not 
count the use of alcohol one of your 
privileges. 
If you train the troops to 
renounce alcohol I shall have sane and 
sound subjects. 
I pray for your co- 
operation In this work.' 


G o o d f o r One, G o o d f o r 
All. 


"If total abstinence Is good for the 
sailor on the ship, it is good for the 
soldier on the land. 
If it is good for 
the army of fighting men, it is good 
for the army of the workers of the 
world. 
If it is good for the athlete, 
it is good for every man who wants 
a sound mind in a sound body. 


"There is another a-spect of this mat- 
ter which deserves more than passing 
mention. 
In -an ever-increasing stream 
men and women are pouring into the 
madhoua^es and homes for the defective 
and degenerate 
throughout 
our land. 
Every father and mother ought'to know 
that the larger part of all the mentally 
diseased, the idiots and cripples, have 
to : thank alcoholism of their parents or 
grandparents for their pitiable condi- 
tion. 
Any man who cares to know the 
truth about the impairment of mental 
and physical 
efficiency 
which alcohol 
produces, can do so if he will go to any 
experimental laboratory. 
There he can 
see those 
effects 
measured 
with the 
same accuracy and ease with which he 
could measure a yard 
of 
cloth nr a 
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Q u a l i t y , 
P u r i t y , 
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l i c i o u s 
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t h e 
s a m e .

From the Moral' Standpoint. 
. "Suppose you consider this 
matter 
from the moral standpoint. 
The editor 
of the National Liquor Dealers' Journal 
never wrote anything truer than the 
statement that "ultimately all questions 
must he settled by moral standards." 
The great difficulty is to preserve those 
standards uninfluenced by monetary con- 
siderations. The problem of problems, is 
to mingle money and morality—without 
injury to the latter. Money and immor- 
ality are age-old companions. 
So when 
this question, which ought to be set- 
tled on moral grounds, regai^dless of 
what it costs to settle it, is under dis- 
cussion, there are always some who -in- 
sist upon' being alarmed by the pros- 
pect of financial loss. 
They repeat that 
tiresome, stupid falsehood that without 
liquor the community cannot thrive; a 
falsehood whose impudence has-been re- 
vealed by a thousand e.xperiments. 
Ex- 
actly the reverse is true. Arguing that 
liquor is the deadly foe of trades un- 
ionism, Mr. John 
Mitchell 
once said: 
"Poverty hag driven mahy a strong man 
to drink, and drink has driven many a 
strong man to poverty. When you shut 
down a distillery a factory takes its 
place; when you close up a saloon a 
grocery store is put in." 
Russia gave 
up an income 'of . $1,000,000 per day 
from the sale of strong drink and finds 
herself the gainer at every point. 
It 
was a temporary measure in the interest 
of patriotism. 
It is about to become a 
permanent policy. "But even if it were 
not true, aS 'it ever is true, that prohi- 
bition means immense gain to any com- 
munity financiaT\ly, the 
financial 
as- 
pect of the matter ought not to be . al- 
lowed'to influence o\ir judgment. 


Mr. Rudyard Kipling tells the follow- 
ing story: 
"One night in a concert hall 
he saw two young men ply two young 
girls with liquor until they were into.\:- 
icated. 
"Then," says Mr. Kipling, "re- 
canting pre\nous opinions I became a 
prohibitionist. 
Better it is that a man 
should go without his beer in public 
places, than to bring temptation to the 
lips of young fools such as the four I 
had seen. 
I understood now why the 
preachers rage against drink. 
I have 
said, there is no harm in it taken mod- 
erately, and yet my own 'demand for 
beer helped to send those two girls reel- 
ing down the streá; to—God knows what 
end." 


"It would take Dante's vision of hell, 
and Dante's power of description, to do 
justice to the facts which Income com- 
monplaces to every worker among fallen 
women and' delinquent girls—the hor- 
rible part liquor plays in making them 
what they are. 


"It is only fair, however, to say that 
some are opposed to prohibition oj» sup- 
posedly moral groimds. 
First of all, it 
seems to involve confiscation of prop- 
erty. 
We must remember it has been 
decided by the highest courts that no 
man has 'an inalienable, or constitution- 
al, or natural, or inherent right to keep 
saloon or sell liquor.' 
We acknowl- 
edge no rights are violated when the 
state steps in an4 condemns a man's 
property which is needed for public use 
or-public good. 
The right thus to act 
is never relinquished by the state. The 
emancipation of the slaves of the south- 
land was an act of confiscation by the 
national government, but 'the emancipa- 
tion proclamation was written with an 
•ye single to the greatest good of the 
greatest number. 
The issue was purely 
moral—the question of dollars and cents 
was not permitted to becloud it. 
Abra- 
ham Lincoln knew that the union could, 
not exist half-sfave and half-freel 
The 
day is xiear ^at. hand wb^n we will 
awaken to the fact thai America' cannot 
thrive with so many of her^citisen» half« 
drvink iMid halftiober. l^o fvU^wM «v«r

dollar's worth of the brewers and dis- 
tillers and saloon-keeper's property was 
confiscated by the government and paid 
for at the owner's valuation, the invest- 
ment would return an annual dividend 
of at least 100 per cent. 


'There are others who oppose prohi- 
bition because they believe it involves 
a curtailment of personal liberty. 
Said 
Doctor Mattahei, stall" physician of the 
German army: 
'We should not discuss 
moderation with a man; the thing has 
long since been settled by science. 
The 
use of narcotic poisons is simply inde- 
cent and criminal.' 
Alcohol is a nar- 
cotic poison—its 
use, even in 
small 
quantities, 
is morally dangerous 
and 
physically disastrous. 


The Rights of Man. 


"Has any man a right to poison him- 
self? 
He has only a limited right to the 
use of the money he earns. He may not 
create a public nuisance with it. 
If he 
wastes it before he provides for the sup- 
f»ort of his family, the state steps in and 
says bluntly: 
Thou shalt not! 
A man 
may not do what he pleases with his 
own life. 
Suicide, successfully or un- 
successfully attempted, is a criminal of- 
fense. 
Every man in America is free, 
but his liberty ends just where the inva- 
sion of the rights of his fellows begins. 
To prohibit the manufacture and sale of 
liquor would make it possible to wipe 
out immediately an immense number of 
laws. 
So far from curtailing personal 
liberty, such prohibition would immense- 
ly increase it. 
As the matter stands 
today men have a legal right to buy and 
sell liquor. 
The question is, Has any 
man a moral right to do either the one 
or the other? 
Grant that you can use 
it temperately, how about your boy, or 
your neighbor or your neighbor's boy? 


"Does not every man owe something 
to his fellows? Must not the strong bear 
the burdens of the weak? If you ansucr 
No, what becomes of the principle upon 
which trades-unionism is founded? Have 
the unions no regard or care for 
tlio 
weaker and less 
fortunate 
brethren? 
Will they view with indifference tlie 
forced willingness of the weaker brother 
to sell his labor in the open market f«-r 
whatever it will bring in competition 
with the stronger and better favored? 
The real strength of trades-unionism is 
its moral teaching that men must make 
sacrifices td»iielp one another. 


"Will the Bofcialist assent to the doc- 
trine that every man must look out for 
himself, and the devil take the hind- 
moat? 
Does not every socialist—how- 
ever they may differ on other points- 
believe that all must stand for one and 
one for all? 
the world needs to- 


day is a great deal less preaching about 
'peVsonal rights' and a great deal more 
practice of 'personal duties.' 


In the Light of Religion. 


Laat of all, consider this matter bi 
the light of religion. Will any man who 
believes -in the teaching of the Lord 
Jesua Christ—who believes the massage 
of our Savior's parable 
of 
the 
good 
Samaritan—declare that because he i^^ 
his own master and has a present legal 
right to do certain things, as a Chris- 
tian he is justified in doing themT 
It 
is utterly un-Chrlstian 
to 
make^ it 
easier for men and women to falter and 
fail in the battle of life. It is tetriblo 
to push them down the path which leads 
to pauperism, and criihe, and degfrada- 
tion, and death. It is the duty of every 
Christian and every church to help men 
and women unto higher and holier liv- 
ing; to support everything which makes 
for righteousness and to oppiose every- 
thing that makes for unrighteousnebs. 
If the minister and the priest did not 
see so many splendid specimens of man- 
hood and womanhood mined by liquor 
past all human hope of redemption— 
they could not feel abemt this matter 
afi some of them do feel.

Archbishop 
Ireland says: 
"There is no hope of improvement iq 
any shape or form in the liquor, traffic. 
There is nothing to be done but .to wipe 
it out completely." 
Cardinal Manning 
says: 
"I have,been priest and bishop 
in London for thirty years. 
'I have 
learned that the chief bar to the work 
of the Holy Spirit in the souls of men 
and women -is intoxicating drink. 
I 
know of no antagonist more direct or 
more subtle than liquor." 
Such testi- 
mony you could multiply a thousand- 
fold. 
From the standpoint »of religion 
there is not a single word that can be 
spoken in defense of this terrible curse. 
It ha^ been the 'cause of more bitter 
tears, and broken hearts, and wrecked 
homes, and ruined lives than all other 
evils combined. 


Example'Of Christ. 


A few men have dared to speak of 
the example of Jesus Christ in this con- 
nection, but can any sane 'man believe 
that the conditions Iteing what 
they 
^ r e in our Lord's day and being what 
they are in our daj'. He would now do 
anything but blast an institution like 
the saloon? 
With just such reasoning 
and v/ith just such motives have not 
men 'sought, to make the bible support 
slavery, 
and 
polygamy 
and 
almost 
every other evil? 
And do these men 
who make so much of Christ's example 
in this matter have any desire to follow 
Him or obey His teachings in any oth- 
er realm? 
Do they believe what He 
taught 
about 
divorce, about 'money, 
about the fate of those who put stum- 
bling blocks 
in 
the 
wa.y 
of weaker 
brethem? 
It is the example 'of Christ 
^nd His teaching which today inspire 
the men and women who are fighting to 
save the weak brother for 'whom Christ 
died.

TO EAT 
BY EDNA EGAN. 
IAN eminent 
physician regards 
inability to eat a good breakfast 
J as the first sign of a 
break- 
down. This must be an exgag- 
ated view, for half the women and one- 
third of the men in this country have 
a very poor appetite for the first meal. 
Nevertheless, one of the surest signs 
that the body machine is in good order 
is the capacity to eat a hearty break- 
fast. 


After the long night's fast, and 
as 
preparation for the work of the day, 
this should 
be a substantial 
meal, 
eaten with relish and followed by a 
feeling of perfect fitness for the day's 
duties. 


How is one to get a breakfast appe- 
tite? He should go to bed neither with 
an empty nor a full stomach. The last 
meal of the day should be finished at 
least two and a half hours before bed- 
time; if it is taken earlier than this, 
or if it is a light meal, then a glass 
of milk with a few biscuits, or some 
milk gruel, or any other light and di- 
gestible food preferred, should be 
taken at bedtime. 
•

The windows should be open, the 
bedclothing should be only just sufli- 
cinetly warm to keep one from becom- 
ing chilled, the room should be dark, 
and thus refreshing sleep should be 
obtained. If these measures are fol- 
lowed by a bath, ten minutes devoted 
to Swedish exercises and the sipping 
of a glass of hot water, breakfast will 
be eaten in nine cases out of ten with 
keen relish. 


Breakfast must be eaten with leis- 
ure, therefore do not lie in bed till the 
last moment. Give plenty of time to 
this important meal and also timo, to 
rest after it before the day's business 
begins. Never read at breakfast; a 
great many people neglect this sound 
advice and fail to masticate their food 
properly in consequence. Dinner nmy 
be a solemn function, but let break- 
fast be a gay and cheerful one. It will 
be all the better for the digestion. 


What to eat will depend on the In- 
dividual and the season. For children 
a cereal or crushed wheat with plenty 
of milk, bread or toast, plenty of but- 
ter and jam, an egg or two and milk 
or cocoa, not tea or coffee, to drink. 


For healthy men and women, some 
fruit, a small plate of some hreakran 
cereal and then an egg with bacon, or 
other prepared dishes, Variety Is as 
necessary for breakfast as for dinner. 
-Instead of tbe eggs, fish or a grilled 
chop or a couple of cutlets will give 
the day a good starts though it Is best 
not to eat meat in the morning. 


Toast is more digestible than bread. 1 
If bread is eaten It should be about 
twenty-four hours old, neither fresh 
Onf cup of twor coffee ti 


enough for 
most persons. 
A larger 
quantity of fluid sits heavily and de- 
lays digestion. 
Coffee is better than 
tea in cold 
weather, but 
cocoa and 
chocolate are too heavy as a rule. Of 
course, individual tastes vary in this 
respect. 
It is wise to take whatever 
best agrees. 


For delicate persons and those with 
weak 
digestions a 
couple of 
eggs 
cooked in various ways, or a llUle fish, 
is as much as they should take. 
In 
this case lunch should be early. 


In summer less fat should be taken. 
Fish is then better than bacon, No su- 
gar in the tea is a good rule. In cold 
weather as much butter, fat and sugar 
as can be digested should be 
eaten.

Prominent Fort Wayne

"The High Cost of Liquor" was the- 
heme of Bev. Henry B. Master, pastor 
f the Kirst Presbyterian church iu this 
ity, delivered from his pulpit Sunday 
morning, llev. Mr. Master selected as 
his test First Corinthians 8:11—"Shall 
ho weak 
brother 
perish for whom 


.'hrist died?" He spoke as follows: 


"It is somewhat difficult to separate 
he ink from the blotter when the blot- 
er has absorbed it—but it can be done. 
t is almost as difiicult to distinguish 
letwecn a man aud the business in 
vhieh he engages—but even this can bt 
lone. Therefore wo must make an hoii- 
st effort not to confuse the men who 
Toduce and sell liquor and the evils 
vliich flow from, the consumption of that 
iquor. There are times, however, when 
.he task 
demands 
the 
skill of a:i 


analytic chemist. 


"It is quite impossible, of course, to 


expect that all men will look at any 
iroblem in the same light, or come to 
he gamo conclusions with regard to it. 
Because of the evils which seem so in- 
separable from the liquor tratlic there- 
are some who hate it as they hate noth- 
ng else on earth. There aro others who 
defend tho sale of liquor nnd among 
:hem are men of unquestioned moral 
'integrity. 


"Now it ought to b« possible to dis- 


cuss this subject without rancour or 
jitterness, 
without 
misstatcment or 


Jervcrgion of the facts. As the >rutiona! 
Liquor Dealers' Journal once said: 'Ul- 
;imately all questions must be settled 
ay moral standards,' nnd such stand- 
ards apply to arguments as well as to 
acts. It is just as immoral to distort 
tacts and garble figures as to do any- 
thing else which is wrong. Nothing is 
ever gained by such methods. 


From Standpoint of Economics. 


"First of all, then, let -a* consider 


this matter from the standpoint of econ- 
omics, I do not recollect ever to 1m iv 
seen an authoritative statement of a 
liquor dealer's profits but judging from 
the number of millionaire brewers and 
distillers, they must be very considera- 
ble. If the business did not pay tre- 
mendously men would never light so 
bitterly and so persistently to engage 
in it, and to extend the market for their 
•ares. 
"]STow according to tho United States 


census of 1010, the latest available, th.; 
capital*- invested in breweries and d:?- 
tilleries was $772,000,000; tho annual 
cost of the raw material used was about 
$140,000,000, and the annual wage of the 
employes was about ?45.000,obo. 
The 


output sells for ab'out two billion dol- 
lars! That must represent a pretty fail 
margin of profit even after deducting 
tho amount spent for licenses, and thy 
rwit of saloons, and advertising, nnd the 
purchase of public officials, and the "de- 
fense" fund. 


Bread—Clothing—Drink. 


"TVe spend about the snme amount 


'Midyear in America for bread and 
•Miring that we do fnr intoxicants, but 
whereas it only requires 63,0(10 workers 


•f> produce the liquor, it requires aliout 
"00,000 workers to make the. bread and 
•lothing. Those half million workers in 
.he bread and clothing industries re- 
ceived in wages $244,000,000 and the em- 
>loyes of the liquor traffic about §45 - 
000,000. The pay of the latter then is 
iighcr than the former. It ought to be. 
The death rate among liquor dealers 
ir.d their employes is 10 per cent higher 
than in all other trades taken as a 
whole. 
Think what it means to say 


that, you could supply every man. wom- 
an and child in the United State's with 
iread and clothing for the amount now 
w.T=fprl in drink! 


"Great stress has been laid—by the 


iquor men—upon the amount of raw ma- 
terial used by tnem. It amounts to just 
3 per cent of an average harvest., When 
the .grain has been turned into' intox- 
icants, pure and adulterated, it furnishes 
about .003 per cent of the traffic of our 
railroads. 


Not All of the Story. 


"If this were all of the story—well, it 


would be bad enough. But $2,000,000,000 
is only the first cost of the liquor. It 
loes not include the amount which must 
be paid by every community where the 
sale of intoxicants is permitted. It says 
nothing about the paupers, criminals, de- 
fectives and degenerates that alcoholism 
produces, and then hangs on to the city, 
state _or_ county for support. To care for 
the victims of liquor it costs the state of 
Massachusetts $2 for every dollar it re- 
ceives to license the sale of it. The fig- 
ures may vary a little, but the general 
average must be about the same. 


"Here in Indiana it costs about $5.000.- 


000 a year to care for the courts, jails,' 


to liquor; and that about 50 per cent 
of all feeble-mindedness aud idiocr inust 
be tracrd to the same cause. Then one- 
half of that $5,000,000 may be fairly 
charged to the influence of drink. The 
state receives about $1,500,000 in license 
fees, so that its net loss on the business 
is somewhere in the neighborhood of $1,- 
000.000 per anuum. 


From the Legal Standpoint. 
• 


"Look at this matter from the legal 


standpoint. What the courts of the land 
think of liquor may easily be gathered 
from what they have said "about it. The 
supreme court "of the United States (123 
V. S. 205) says: 'Jt is not necessary to 
array the appalling statistics of misery, 
pauperism, and crime that have their 
origin in the use or abuse of ardent spir- 
its, for we cannot shut out of view the 
facts within the knowledge of all, that 
the public health, the public morals, and 
the public safety may be endangered by 
the general use of intoxicating drinks'.' 
The same court save again (5 Howard 
304): 'The train of evils which marks 
the progress of intemperance is too ob- 
vious to require comment. It brings with 
it degradation of character, impairs the 
moral and physical energies, wastes the 
health, increases the number of paupers 
and criminals, undermines the morals, 
and sinks its victims to the lowest depths 
of vice and profligacy.' 
So again vou 


may read (72 lowaS-lS): 
'An enumera- 


tion, of all the evils arising rrom the use 
of intoxicating liquors need not be at- 
tempted. Idleness, poverty, pauperism, 
crime, insanity, disease and the destruc- 
tion of human life follow indulgence in 
the habit of using intoxicating drinks. 
Millions of our countrymen are addicted 
to this habit, nnd of these millions be- 
come drunkards.' The supreme court of 
the state of Indiana quotes these re- 
markable words: 
'No one possesses an 


inalienable or constitutional right to 
keep iv saloon for the sale of intoxicat- 
ing liquor; to keep a saloon * * * is 
not a natural right to pursue an ordinary 
calling; there is no inherent right in a 
citizen to thus sell intoxicating liquors 
by retail; it is not a privilege of a citi- 
zen of the state or of the United States.' 


i 
Saloon Haunt of Vicious. 


"Is it any wonder that the courts have 


spoken in this scathing way when you 
realize that the liquor traffic furnishes 
the most glaring instance of lawlessness 
in the annals of civilization. It requires 
a constant battle to keep most of those 
engaged in it anywhere near the limits of 
the law. If the vigilance of the police 
is relaxed for a moment—how or why re- 
laxed it is not necessary to inquire—that 
instant many saloon keepers treat every 
legal restriction with contempt. 
AVhy 


not'.' The saloon is the chosen haunt of 
the vicious and the vile. 
AVhens docs a 


"plain clothes" man go first when he is 
in search of sonic missing criminal? 


"It is the frequent boast of the liq- 


uor clement that 'prohibition cannot 
prohibit.' They point to their own law- 
lessness as an all-sufficient reason for 
tin; repeal of any law which interferes 
with tlic traffic! 
In all so-called 'dry' 


territory they offer first aid to those 
who arc disposed to break the law. 
They freely admit that in this land 


men are strong and to license the man- 
ufacture of intoxicants is simply to 
put the weak at the mercy of the 
strong to be constantly and consistent- 
ly tempted to their doom. 


From the Social Standpoint 


"Suppose you consider this matter 


from the social standpoint. 
A man 


owes it to himself to keep his body 
and mind in such condition that he will 
be equal to the demands which modern 
life makes upon him. Yet it is a matter 
of scientific ana practical certainty 
that alcohol weakens the muscles, ru-

Still, those figures furnished by the eu- 
cmy have, in them the germ of ;i great 
hope. 
They prove that Maine's per 


capita expenditure for drink is only 
$1.48, as opposed to, say, $18, which 
is the per capita expenditure of liquor 
taking the nation as a whole. 
Those 


same liquor dealers boast that they ship 
into 'dry' territory 20,000,000 gallons 
of their product each year—despite the 
laws to prohibit such sale. 
But there 


is hope in those figures, for in that 'dry' 
territory live something like 15,000,00'o 
of our-people and the per capita con- 
sumption of liquor among them is but 
one and a quarter gallons, as compared 
to, say, twenty-two gallons for the 
whole United States. 
That looks as 


though prohibition were ninetceu-twcn- 
tieths effective—at least. 


'This cry about the lawlessness of 


liquor sellers in prohibition territory 
comes with singularly bad grace from 
gentlemen who know, or ought to kiiow, 
that in those states where the saloon is 
legally licensed there aro always from 
one-fourth to one-half as many more 
federal tux receipts than there arc LE- 
GALLY LICENSED SALOONS! 


Main Point of the Matter. 


"The point, however, is not so much 


whether prohibition can be made to pro- 
hibit—it docs—certainly licensing /the 
saloon has never kept it within tlie law 
—but what are we to think of an indus- 
try which refuses to abide.by laws which 
are enacted to control it? 
What are we 


to think of men who resort to everj 
knavish trick to force liquor into terri 
tory where the will of the majority is 
against its sale? 
What would become 


of America if all its citizens were actu 


ins the nerves, and undermines the 
whole constitution. 
Men in the 
full 


vigor of early manhood, whose powers 
of resistance and recuperation are at 
their maximum, usually question this 
statement, but it is as true as the 
fact that 2 plus 2 equal 4; it is guar- 
anteed and underwritten by au amount 
and kind of evidence which is abso- 
lutely conclusive. Some life Insurance 
companies positively refuse to insure 
any man who manufactures or sells 
intoxicating liquor. 
Other companies 


will insure them hut charge an extra 
premium. 
Sixty-three life insurance 


companies have declared, on the evi- 
dence of their records, that even the 
moderate 
consumption 
of liquor in- 


creases the liability 
to consumption 


and other forms of disease. 'The mod- 
erate drinker sacrifices from ten to 
thirteen years of life on an average in 
exchange for h!s occasional Rlass ot 
beer, cocktail, or highbajl.' 
Any dis- 


interested scientist will declare that 
alcohol is a slow poison. 


"If It did not unfit men for their dally 


duties why should it be so increas- 
ingly difficult for drinking men to ob- 
tain and hold positions of responsi- 
bility? 
The drinking man is always 


the first to be laid oft, and tho last to 
be taken into any manufacturing; es- 
tablishment. 
Many employers have no 


prejudice against liquor, but they have 
a tremendous prejudice against ineffi- 
ciency, and the employment of men 
whose muddled brains and unsteady 
hands may at any moment result in 
damage to the plant, or injury to 
themselves, and then—a suit for heavy 
damages. 


What Other Nations Find. 


"It was not so long ago that David 


Lloyd-George declared in a. speech that 
drink was doing more harm to England 
than all the submarines of Germany. 


"The Russian minister of linancc has 


said officially that since the sale of 
strong drmk had been prohibited in 
that country the productice efficiency 
of the nation hud increased from 30 to 
GO per cent. 


"Probably no nation on earth has 


investigated this subject with as great 
thoroughness as Germany. It is sig- 
nificant therefore that some, years iiso 
SOO professors and physicians of tlie 
highest standing—they were Germans 
living in Germany, of course—attached 
their signatures to the following state- 
ment: 
'Science has she-wn that alco- 


hol,

from tlie moral standpoint. The editor 
of the National Liquor Dealers' Journal 
never wrote anything truer than the 
statement that "ultimately all questions 
must be settled by moral standards." 
The great diifieuity is to preserve those 
standards uninfluenced by monetary con- 
siderations. The problem of problems, is 
to mingle money and morality—without 
injury to the latter. Money and immor- 
ality are age-old companions. So when

:ussion.~there are always some who in- 
sist 'Upon being alarmed by the pros- 
)ect of financial loss. They repeat that 
,iresome, stupid falsehood' that without 
liquor the community cannot thrive; a 
'aJsehood whose impudence has been re- 
.'caled by a thousand experiments. Ex- 
ictly the reverse is (rue. Arguing that 
.iquor is the deadly foe of trades un- 
ionism, Mr. John 
Mitchell once said: 


'1'overty has driven many a strong maa 
to drink, and drink has driven many a 
strong man to poverty. When you shut 
down a, distillery a factory takes its 
place; when you close up a saloon a 
grocery store is put in.'' Russia gave 
up an income^ 'of 
$1,000.000 per day 


from the sale of strong drink and finds 
herself the gainer at every point.

as U temporary measure in the interest 


of patriotism. It is about to become a 
permanent policy.

LL jewelry that Is constantly 
| worn should be washed every 


month or six weeks. It is not a 
difficult matter, either. All you 


have to do is to make a soapy lather 
and add a few drops of ammonia- 


Take an old toothbrush and brush 


all the dirt out of the crevices. When 
quite clean, take- the jewelry out ot the 
water and rub perfectly dry with a 
chamois leather or ordinary tissue pa- 
per. 


When cleaning any article that is set 


with stones, such as a ring, be more 
gentle with the toothbrush, ror if you 
brush too vigorously you may easily 
loosen a stone. A pendant set with 
emeralds, rubles or diamonds is better 
immersed in a little eau de cologne 
than water.

AN eminent physician regards 
inability to eat a good breakfast 
as the first sign of a 
break- 


down. This must be an ex&ag- 


ated view, for half the women and one- 
third of the men in this country have 
a very poor appetite for the first meal. 
Nevertheless, one of the surest signs 
that the body machine is in good order 
is the capacity to eat a hearty break- 
fast. 


After the long night's fast, and as 


preparation, for the work of the day, 
this should 
be a substantial meal, 


eaten with relish and followed by a 
feeling of perfect fitness for the day's 
duties. 


How is one to get a breakfast appe- 


tite? He should go to bed neither with 
an empty nor a full stomach. The last 
meal of the day should be finished at 
least two and a half hours before bed- 
time; if it is taken earlier than this, 
or if it is a light meal, then a glass. 
of milk with a few biscuits, or some 
rnilk gruel, or any other light and di- 
gestible food preferred, should be 
taken at bedtime. 
* » * 


The windows should be open, the 


bedclothing should be only just suffi- 
cinetly warm to keep one from becom- 
ing chilled, the room should be dark, 
and thus refreshing sleep smJuld be 
obtained. If these measures are fol- 
lowed by a bath, ten minutes devoted 
to Swedish exercises and the sipping 
of a glass of hot water, breakfast will 
be eaten in nine cases out of ten with 
keen relish. 


Breakfast must be eaten with leis- 


ure, therefore do not lie in bed till the 
last moment. Give plenty of time to 
this important meal and also time to 
rest after it before the day's business 
begins. Never read at breakfast; 
a 


great many people neglect this sound 
advice and fail to masticate their food 
properly in consequence. Dinner may 
be a solemn function, but let break- 
fast be a gay and cheerful one. It will 
be all the better for the digestion. 


What to eat will depend on the In- 


dividual and the season. For children 
a cereal or crushed wheat with plenty 
of milk, bread or toast, plenty of but- 
ter and jam, an egg or two and milk 
or cocoa, not tea or coffee, to drink. 


For healthy men and women, some 


fruit, a small plate of some breakfast 
cereal and then an egg with bacon, or 
other prepared dishes. Variety is as 
necessary for breakfast as for dinner. 
Instead of the eggs, fish or a grilled 
chop or a couple of cutlets will give 
the day a good start, though it is best 
not to eat meat, in the morning. 


Toast is more digestible than bread. 


If bread is eaten it should be about 
twsnty-four hours old, neither fresh 
nor stale. One cup of tea or coffee Is 


enough for most persons. A larger 
quantity of fluid sits.heavily and de- 
lays digestion. Coffee is better than 
tea in cold weather, but cocoa and 
chocolate are too heavy as a rule. Of 
course, individual tastes vary in this 
respect. . It is wise to take whatever 
best agrees. 


For delicate persons and those with 


weak digestions a couple of eggs 
cooked iu various ways, or a little fish, 
is as much as they should take. In 
this case lunch should be early. 


In summer less fat should be taken. 


Fish is then better than bacon. No su- 
gar in the tea is a good rule. In cold 
weather as much butter, fat and sugar 
as can be digested should be eaten.
